We saw 
then, with an almost whimper- 
ing petulance, the Nazis occupy 
the Rhine Valley, take Austria 
and finally, Czechoslovakia. 

Was that course of appease- 
ment and isolation of any profit? 

Is there one who can examine 
his heart and say that the course 
in Korea was not a better way— 
was not of more positive, moral 
weight in the balance of world 
values? 

More than two patient years 
were spent on the truce. It was 
the great Gladstone who, when 
askee to name the greatest and 
most important word in the lan- 
guage, said ‘‘Patience.”’ And 
the second? ‘‘Patience.’’ And 
the third? ‘‘Patience.’’ 

Moral forces always work 
slowly because man _ resists 
them—looking for the quickie 
solution. 

So, we move to the problems 
of a united Korea, of a Red 
China seat in the UN (into 
which she did not manage to 
“shoot herself in’), of Formosa, 
which cannot be united to the 
mainland without war any more 
than the two Koreas may be 
joined. 

They are great, almost over- 
whelming problems. 

They will require patience,

Forfeit Aid 


Asks $200 Million 
For Rehabilitation

WASHINGTON, July 27—As the 
fighting in Korea ceased, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower formally asked 
Congress today to authorize a 
$200,000,000 initial emergency re- 
habilitation fund to rebuild the war- 
damaged economy of South Korea 
which he warned would be cut off 
if Syngman Rhee disrupted the 
hard-won truce. 

In an unmistakable warning to 
Rhee, Mr. Eisenhower empha- 
sized that ‘‘the implementation 
of the program wil] depend upon 
the continued co-operation of the 
government of the Republic of 


Korea with the United States and 
the United Nations command.” 

The message to Congress came 
shortly after the 78-year-old South 
Korean president said in Seoul 
that for a “limited time’’ he 
would. not disturb the truce and 
would give a political conference 
a chance to solve the unification 
problem. 


FEARS MORE WAR 

Rhee asserted, however, that 
he was convinced the truce would 
be ‘“‘only the prelude to more 
war, not less.’’ But he added: “I 
pray that my judgment of its 
effects may turn out to be wrong.”’ 

Secretary of State Dulles has 
proposed a personal meeting with 
Rhee to seek a joint U. S.-South 
Korean approach on peaceful uni- 
fication. Informed officials expect 
arrangements for the meeting to 
be made shortly. 

The need for the aid program 
“can quickly and ‘accurately be 
measured in two ways,”’ the Pres- 
ident declared in a special mes- 
sage to Congress. ‘‘One is the 
critical need of Korea at the end 
of three years of tragic and dev- 
astating warfare. The second is 
the opportunity which this occa- 
sion presents the free world to 
prove its will and capacity to do 
constructive good in the cause of 
freedom and peace.”

Men at Front 
Relax After 


Final Barrage

SEOUL, Tuesday, July 28 (yH— 
The guns fell silent last night 37 
months after the Communists 
brought war, death and misery to 
this Asian peninsula with an inva- 
sion of South Korea. 


Thus ended—at least for the pres- 
ent—a conflict that had cost the 
antagonists nearly 244 million cas- 
ualties. 

Only five minutes before the guns 
ended their almost ceaseless mut- 
ter, the Allies cut loose with one 
tremendous barrage that shook the 
valleys and bruised hills of the Cen- 
tral Front. 


CEASE FIRE 


The Communist guns, which had 
been blazing away along most of 
the 150-mile front, then ceased fir- 
ing. 

That was the last firing reported 
on the Central Front and it ended 
at 9:43 p.m., but field dispatches 
said Chinese guns savagely pound- 
ed South Korean lines on the East- 
ern Front right up to the deadline 
of 10 p.m. 

The men of the 17-nation Allied 
army relaxed, although warned by 
their commanders that this is only 
a truce—not peace.

It was much the same elsewhere 
along the front, where Chinese 
and North Koreans in one final as- 
sault before an armistice had 
pressed back the Allied lines in 
weeks of bitter struggle.

Doubled Calls 
By Draft Due 
In Mid-1954. 


WASHINGTON, July 27—(#}—The 
end of fighting in Korea may per- 
mit monthly draft calls to be cut 
by 4,000 men in about three months 
but the callup is expected to climb 
to 40,000 in mid-1954. That’s nearly 
double the present draft of 23,000 
men a month. 

This outlook for draft-age youths 
is outlined in the most recent 
statements by Defense Department | 
and Selective Service officials and 
the terms of the truce agreement 
signed yesterday. 

Whether any cut in the draft can 
be made—and when—depends on 
just how stable the armistice is 
in Korea, said John A. Hannah, 
Asst. Secretary of Defense for man- 
power. If conditions permit, he|™ 
said, the callup will drop from 23,- 
000 to 19,000 in 90 days. 

Hannah said he thought it will be’ 
necessary to raise the draft to 40,- 
000 a month in July, 1954, because 
callups were heavy in the first 18 
months of the Korean War, and 
men completing their service will 
have to be replaced to keep the

The commission, made up of five 
Allied and five Communist senior 
officers, convened promptly at ll 
a.m. (9 p. m., EST, Monday). 


EXCHANGE TALK 


No agenda was announced, but 
one of the first orders of business 
presumably will be the exchange 
of war prisoners —. particularly 
those wounded or who became 
sick since the Allies and Commu- 
nists traded ailing POWs last April. 

The meeting adjourned at 1:02 
p. m. until 11 a. m. tomorrow at 
the request of the Communists. 

Meanwhile, Allied and Com- 
munist troops began to fall back 
to set up a neutral buffer zone 
between the two armies, and 
United Nations forces began to 
evacuate vital behind-the-lines 
islands off both coasts of North 
Korea. The islands were key 
radar stations and bases for air 
sea rescue operations. 


RHEE STATEMENT 


In Seoul, President Syngman 
Rhee told his South Korean coun- 
trymen he had been assured the 
Allies ‘‘are determined to fight with 
us jointly-in complete unity of pur- 
pose’ if the post-armistice political 
conference with the Reds breaks 
down. 

‘President Eisenhower has ex- 
pressed his firm belief that the is- 
sue of unification of Korea will be 
solved during the three-month polit- 
ical conference,’’ Rhee added in a 
message. ‘‘From our point of view 
this is hardly likely to happen, but 
we wish to have confidence in Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's words .. .”’ 

The 78-year-old Korean leader, 
who stoutly opposed any truce 
leaving his war-shattered nation 
divided, said the United States had

The AFL’s claimed new mem- 
bership figure, at 10,600,000, repre- 
sents some modest actual gain in 
worker members. But mostly it re- 
flects a drive to get AFL unions 
to give an accurate count of what 
members they already have. 

It's been an open secret in labor 
circles for many years that many 
AFL unions, large and small, con- 
siderably understate their member- 
ship. This saves them money in 


paying per capita dues to the par- 
ent AFL. 

Thus, while the AFL has been 
officially saying its membership 
is just over eight million, the La-. 
bor Department directory of unions 
published a few weeks ago esti- 
mated the AFL actually had 914) 
million members. 

The rival CIO’s unions, on the 


other hand, are reported in some| 


cases to be overstating their mem- 
berships. 


The AFL itself took the bull by 
the horns this summer. At the AFL 
Executive Council’s May meeting 
it was decided that henceforth all 
unions would report regularly on 
actual membership and keep the 
figures up to date.

Is Still Ahead 


Not by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion does cessation of hostilities in Ko- 
rea mean that the contest with com- 
munism is over nor that it has been 
won. | 
It does not mean that the Commu- 
nists have given up their designs to 
win domination of all Asia and Europe 
and eventually the world. It repre- 
sents only a temporary retreat and a 
change in tactics to achieve that goal. 

.We must expect other Koreas. 
While the Reds apparently are unwill- 
ing to run the risk of World War III 
at this moment, there will be no letup 
in. pressures—particularly on. border 
countries. The Indochina fighting, with 
its dangers of throwing all Southeast 
Asia into the Communist orbit, goes on. 
The Reds gain strength daily in Iran 
with its vast stores of oil. There are 
scores of trouble spots. 

The recent riots and unrest behind 
the Iron Curtain have demonstrated why 
the Kremlin desires peace—for the 
present. In the interim we face our 
greatest challenge and our greatest op- 
portunity. 

- For the time being, the cold war 
will be waged again in the political, 
ideological and economic fields. There’s 
no doubt that the Reds hold some trump 
cards and that they will play them. 
Results of past plays are already react- 
ing to the detriment of the West. 

There is a growing tendency to re- 
lax, particularly in rearmament. The 
European Army Treaty is in great dan- 
ger of being abandoned. It has reflect- 
ed itself here in the United States with 
the growing cry of “economy” and in 
impatience with our Allies. 

The breakdown of the free world 
alliance, born of necessity in the face 
of the greatest threat to freedom of 
modern times, is a distinct possibility. 
Disagreements are festering that could 
return the United States to isolation 
and lead to rejection of this country as 
the rallying power against Communist 
tyranny. 

Those things must not happen. 

The greatest test of statesmanship 
since the dark days of the Hitler era 
now faces the West. Unity and strength 
that must come from awareness of dan- 
ger and compromises of national in- 
terests can win the cold war. If Com- 
munist “peace” tactics succeed in di- 
viding the free world and in convinc- 
ing us that there is a substitute for 
military power, then we will have lost 
all we gained in the Korean War. 

So now is the time to take stock. 
We must not repeat the mistakes of 
the past. 

The test of the future lies in united 
strength—military, ideological and eco- 
nomic—of the free world. In this 
atomic era, our task has just begun. 

Let’s take seriously the wise words 
of President Eisenhower: “We have 
won an armistice on a single‘ battle- 


ground—not peace in the world. We . 


may not relax our guard nor cease our 
quest.” 


State Mourns Passing 
Of Three Fine Men 


Atlanta’s prayerful joy at the sign- 
ing of the truce on Sunday evening was 
tempered with sadness as news came 
of the death of three Georgians, each 
beloved by many and each with a rec- 
ord of service in behalf of his profes- 
sion or business. 

The three were Morgan Blake, vet- 
eran Atlanta Journal columnist and 
former sports editor; Otis Brumby, for 
many years editor and publisher of the 
Cobb County Times, which newspaper 
he founded; and Samuel Boykin, presi- 
dent of the Coca-Cola International 
Corporation. 

Blake, a gentle, kindly man, pos- 
sessed the quality of steel:in a fight, 
and while he did not seek fights, neither 
did he avoid them. He became a really 
outstanding religious leader. His writ- 
ings, philosophic and personal, held a 
good audience. 

Otis Brumby brought to the weekly 
field such standards of quality and 
courage that his paper won national 
awards. We remember as a sample of 
Otis’ writings an editorial at the time 
a pimply faced set of petty hoodlums, 
seeking to revive the Ku Klux Klan, 
burned a Negro church near Smyrna. 

Otis’ editorial was headed “You Yel- 
low Rats.” This was the kindest phrase 
in it. He led the campaign which col- 
lected funds to rebuild the church. 

Samuel Boykin spent much of his 
life in Atlanta. So definitely were his 
roots here that it never seemed he was 
away for the past 16 years. 

Actually, he was not. His residence 
became Wilmington, Del., but he was a 
frequent visitor in Atlanta, and his 
many charitable works, always quietly

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done, were so largely devoted to At- 
lanta. 

A quiet gentleman, he, too, left a 
heritage of affection and appreciation 
as did the two in the newspaper field, 
called with him on the same day to 
eternity. 

All of us lose something when a 
good life ends, even though it leave 
earthly immortality behind in the form 
of good works and deeds. We are the 
poorer for the passing of these whom 
we knew, and for all others of good 
service called to that other life.

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RFC Made History: 
Is Now Part of It 


Congress has sounded the death 
knell for the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. There are few who mourn its 
passing. But a great and good friend 
of former years should not be allowed 
to die without obituary note of contri- 
butions made to the general: welfare 
when help was needed. 

The RFC came into disrepute in its 
later years, perhaps because it had out- 
lived its usefulness. Time will be the 
test of that. However, we of the South 
would be ungrateful indeed if: we did 
not remember the role the agency 
played in our struggles to get on our 
feet. 

Set up as a loan agency to provide 
credit where there was no credit, the 
RFC helped many .a struggling busi- 
nessman to survive. When banks had 
no money to lend, it helped to finance 
new ventures that sparked the econ- 
omy, providing employment opportuni- 
ties where there were none. Of all 
sections of the nation that benefited 
from its Operations in the depression 
years when banks had no money to 
lend, the South perhaps gained the 
most from its helping hand. 

Today, of course, the picture is dif- 
ferent. Southern banks and lending in- 
stitutions can finance most-business op- 
erations of the region. That is a 
healthy development in a section that 
was held in hock to financial interests 
of other sections for so long. In help- 
ing to rehabilitate the South, the RFC 
played a role in that, too. 


And so, as it dies, the RFC deserves 


a tribute. We-accord it that recogni- 
tion due. The fact that it became a bit 
of areprobate in its declining years has- 
tened its passing, but even that does not 
erase the good it accomplished during 
its lifetime. It made history and now 
becomes a part of it.

Truce To Plague 
The ‘Political ’ Ike 


WASHINGTON—Some_ observers -who 
write about things presidential and things 
political have recently fostered the notion 
of a dual personality in the White House— 
the “‘real Eisenhower’’ and, presumably, 
the “‘unreal Eisenhower.’’ The theory is 
that often what is done by President 
Eisenhower is based on the doctrine of 

what’s good politically 
and is not what he 
would do _ instinctively 
if politics were no con- 
sideration. 

One can imagine the 
feelings of Eisenhower, 
the soldier, and Ejlsen- 
hower, the newly in- 
doctrinated __ politician, 
as he ordered the truce 
in Korea to be signed. 

by As a soldier, he knows 
it’s Sovaee stant it’s a military defeat and 
that victory could have been won by de- 
stroying enemy bases and sources of supply 
from the air with a minimum loss of life. 
As a soldier, he knows that, since the 
enemy didn’t get scared by NATO and the 
proposed European defense army right at 
its threshold in Europe, Soviet Russia 
wouldn’t have involved itself in a_ third 
world war just to help out the Communist 
Chinese. As a soldier, he knows that the 
UN didn’t ‘‘repel aggression,’’ because the 
Communists in North Korea now have 
1,000,000 Chinese soldiers there and they 
didn’t have them in June, 1950, when the 
‘“‘aggression”’ started. 

But, as a politician, President Ejisen- 
hower meade the ‘‘peace in Korea’’ which 
he promised on the political stump’ last 
year. As a politician, he—and his party— 
can crow about it and contend that the 
Democrats who palavered with the Com- 
munists in conferences for more than a 
year and a half failed to do what the Re- 
publicans did. Actually President Eisen- 
hower agreed to most of the terms pre- 
viously agreed to by President Truman. 

As a politician, however, Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s troubles are just beginning. For 
the logic of what has happened in Korea 
is as plain as anything ever was in poli- 
tics. To get the troops out of Asia brings a 
sigh of relief, but anybody who thinks the 
American voter.in the last election was just 
concerned about Korea as a piece of 
geography has overlooked something. Back 
of the Korean issue, as anyone familiar 
with politics in past campaigns must con- 
cede, was the draft. Will President 
Eisenhower now advocate repeal of 
the draft law? As a soldier, he would 
say ‘“‘no.”’ As a politician, he may be 
tempted to. say ‘yes.’ 

Politically the Korean truce will plague 
Dwight Eisenhower for the remainder of 
his term. The Democrats are quiescent 
now but they will be vocal as the confer- 
ence of UN delegates gradually demon- 
strates the hollowness of the claim that 
Korea was a ‘‘victory for collective secur- 
ity.’’ In Asia, the white man has lost face 
~-he has been beaten. He started toward 
the Yalu and then quit. To claim now that 
he meant only ‘‘to repel aggression at the 
38th Parallel’ is to say he has no business 
occupying the 2,300 square miles he at pres- 
ent holds north of the 38th Parallel—for, 
since he crossed the parallel, why didn’t 
he get all of the territory to the north? 

It was politics, just politics, that caused 
the Eisenhower administration to sign the 
truce in Korea.

New Coalition Is 


Ike’s Lifesaver 


WASHINGTON—A very intriguing pat- 
tern is revealing itself in Congress, which 
is of interest alike to practical politicians 
and students of government but particu- 
larly to President Eisenhower. He benefits 

most from it, and is 
strengthened by it, in 
carrying out his grave- 
ly responsible role of 
leadership of our na- 
tion and the free world 
in a critical period. 
This is the emer- 
gence of a new coali- 
tion that operates 
chiefly in foreign pol- 
icy. It is composed of 
, a majority of Demo- 
crats in Conerie and a sufficient number 
of Republicans to provide, time after time 
in this session, a winning combination to 
back up President Eisenhower. If left to 
his own party, the President would have 
been hopelessly defeated on vital issues. 

This is a constructive, affirmative coali- 
tion as compared with the coalition that 
operated for so long in the Roosevelt and 
Truman eras. That coalition, composed of 
Republicans and -.conservative Democrats, 
most of the latter from the South, operated 
chiefly in the field of domestic policy to 
block social and economic welfare meas- 
ures proposed by the two Democratic 
Presidents. 

While President Eisenhower suffers con- 
stantly from Republicans who balk at his 


-leadership, he has reason to be grateful 


that on important matters of foreign pol- 
icy, and_on some in domestic policy, he 
gets the support of a majority of the sup- 
posed ‘“‘opposition’’ party, the Democrats, 
to offset desertions within his own party. 
In this, he is so much more fortunate than 
his two Democratic predecessors who never 
got the same sort of consideration from 
the ‘‘opposition’’ party of that time. 

During the existence of the Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition, which was 
from its creation in the second Roosevelt 
administration in 1938 to Mr. Truman’s re- 
tirement, it was on many issues the ma- 
jority party in Congress. Similarly, the 
present coalition is the majority party on 
vital issues of international concern, and 
happily so, in this instance, for the Presi- 
dent, the nation and the world. It is not 
a Republican or administration affair, for 
it contains more Demétrats than Repub- 
licans. It is an Eisenhower combination, 
so to speak; just as the other coalition was 
a Senator Taft (Rep., Ohio)-Senator Rus- 
sel] (Dem., Ga.) combination. 

Without Democratic help, the Eisen- 
hower administration would by now pre- 
sent a very sorry face, mottled with 
splotches of failure of Republican origin.

President Reveals His Philosophy 
In Review of His First Six Months 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower 
has given an interesting view of his first 
six months in the White House. As he adds 
it up the score card comes to this: Prog- 
ress—but not as much as he would like to 
see accomplished. The 
President has thus 
given a modest and 
honest appraisal of the 
record. It offers a re- 
freshing contrast to 
some of the more ex- 
travagant claims made 
by his supporters. In 
his estimate of the 
situation he was frank 
to say that it would be 
deceitful of him to pre- i 
tend that all he had hoped for had been ac- 
complished. Nor did he conceal his dis- 
satisfaction with the rate of progress 
achieved by his administration. 

In this he was thinking, no doubt, of the 
campaign pledges made by some of the 
congressional candidates on his ticket last 
year. The budget has not been balanced 
nor is it likely to be next year; there has 
been no reduction in taxes, as promised, 
and peace in Korea has not been forth- 


coming. But some progress has been made 


in all three directions and the President 
was careful not to go beyond that in sizing 
up the situation. 

The President was in a_ philosophical 
mood when, at his recent press conference, 
he was led into a discussion of the record 
of his first six months in office. And noth- 
ing better epitomizes his philosophy than 


- 


his statement that you can’t make abrupt 
changes in governmental policy any more 
than you could put a sharp right angle 
turn on a railroad line. In both cases, he 
said, you have to build a curve. The change 
in direction has to be done gradually. 


Another bit of Eisenhower philosophy 
was affirmed in some of the things the 
President said. Some of his critics have 
complained because he fails to take a 
firmer stand on many of the issues that 
arise. His answer to that is he regards 


his role as more of a peacemaker between 


rival factions and conflicting viewpoints. 


When he finds it necessary to take an 
opposing view from others he will try to 
do so on a basis of principle and convic- 
tion without questioning their motives. He 
intends to stand for what he believes. If it 
happens to conflict with something some- 
one else has said publicly or privately, 
ther that will be just too bad. 


But how far he may be able to succeed 
is another thing. It would be something of 
a miracle if he were able to keep the tone 
of his administration on that high level for 
the full length of his term. Other Presi- 
dents have started out with that sort of ob- 
jective before only to find themselves em- 
broiled in the inevitable political turmoil 
of the day sooner or later. Genera] Eisen- 
hower’s fate may be no less. It is reassur- 
ing to know that he still feels this way 
about it, however, after his first six months 
in office. If he succeeds where others 
have failed, he will deserve an interesting 
niche in history for this, if nothing else.

It would have been informative to hear 
from MacArthur directly. This was the 
sixth (and final) war in which he particie 
pated either actively or as an observer: 
The Philippine Insurrection of half a cene 
tury ago, the Russian-Japanese War, the 
Border War with Mexico, World Wars I 
and II and the Korean action. And it was 
by all odds his strangest. 

In somé respects it was his most bril- 
liant war. It condensed in its first six 
months the most stupendous reversals 
imaginable. His defense of the Pusan 
perimeter kept the UN forces from being 
pushed into the sea, with a resultant loss 
of face which could have destroyed the 
organization. His Inchon Janding—made 
against tides almost as great as the Bay 
of Fundy—will be studied in military acad- 
emies centuries from now. His retreat 
from the Red Chinese was the longest ever 
made by American forces. And his desire 
not only to make a firm stand but fight 
back aggressively to recapture the lost 
ground cost him his job. 

The latter made this one of the most 
senseless wars in which he ever fought, he 
has said. 

Lacking direct word from MacArthur, 
it can only be assumed that he does not 
think highly of the truce that has been 
negotiated. As a somewhat perennial biog- 
rapher of the general, I would say that he 
is peeved by the concessions we made 
to end the war more or less where it began 
three years ago, but that he has some tacit 
truce arrangement with President Eisen- 
hower not to sound off about it. 

Best guess as to what he’ll now do: re 
frain from expressing his views on the Ko- 
rean truce until subsequent activities on 
that stricken peninsula illuminate the wis- 
dom or ‘stupidity of what the Eisenhower 
administration has done there.

Otis Brumby 
Was a Fighter 


A great fighter took the count Sunday 
evening after eight years in the ring with 
a bad heart. He was my friend and bene- 
factor, Otis Brumby, publisher of the Cobb 
County Times. Otis took me out of the 
archives at Kennesaw eg 
Mountain and set me 
down at a typewriter. 
That was in 1944. But 
the privilege of close 
daily contact with my 
publisher was not for 
long. His community 
service activities were 
many. He had served 
well on the county 
school board and even 
acted as county super- s bk 
intendent for a few weeks. Then folks 
came along and urged him to run for the 
Georgia House. Too busy to campaign, he 
made a “‘front porch’’ race and won. After 
the Assembly session he went on a study 
tour with a committee on eleemosynary 
institutions. The trip was arduous, he 
came back worn out. 

In April, 1945, the Brumby ticker fal- 
tered. For days it was touch-and-go. A 
miscreant nurse’s substitution of salt tab- 
lets for morphine didn’t help any. But 
though Otis Brumby had a damaged heart, 
it was a fighting one. He won the first 
round as he was to win them ali—until 
the last. 

The doctor advised the Florida climate. 
The Brumbys moved to the St. Petersburg 
area. Otis was no stranger in the Sunshine 
City. Plagued with asthma from child- 
hood, he had gone there about 1910, the 
easier to breathe. He got a job at the St. 
Petersburg Times, first as collector, then 
on the telegraph desk. He was handling 
the wire when the Titanic story broke, a 
big night for a 23-year-old cub. 

This first bite at journalism developed a 
taste and then an avid appetite. The native 
came home and founded the Cobb County 
Times. Into his weekly he put energy, en- 
thusiasm, pride and an indomitable spirit. 
He made the weekly a standard for the 
field, not just in Georgia, but in the nation, 
He made for himself a host of friends. 

Otis was a man of decided opinions. He 
could be positive, often explosive, in ex« 
pressing them. But he was highly senti- 
mental. His thunder was tempered by gen- 
tility and tenderness. In his organization 
he inspired a deep affection, from the jani- 
tor to the front office. And he returned it 
in kind. 

A man of intense loyalties, he stood by 
his editors when the heat was on. But 
when the paper achieved a compliment, he 
passed on the credit as ‘‘belonging to the 
boys.”’ 

Long before Hank Williams wrote “Jeti 
balaya,’’ the Marietta newsman publicized 
the name of the Creole dish, also that of his 
college annual at Tulane. In the Cobb 
County Times area he made it mean the 
Brumby column—something the publisher 
whipped up on a variety of subjects. 

“I thought we’d never get Jambalaya 
to press,” a printer said of the night a 
Brumby friend was shot down on the Mari- 
etta square. ‘“‘The more Otis wrote the 
madder he got and the madder he got the 
more he wrote.’’ 

Otis Brumby became a successful pub- 
lisher and commercial! printer, but always 
he was the reporter. He loved people, he 
liked to be where things were happening, 
he liked to tell of what he saw. : 

He was a great newspaperman and @ 
prince of a fellow.

WASHINGTON, July 27 The 
House today passed a compro- 
mise bill to kill the 21-year-old 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. aft- 
er Georgia’s Rep. Paul Brown 
had made a vigorous assault on 
the administration proposal for 
liquidating the giant lending 
agency. 

The House measure, which now 
goes back to the Senate which 
passed its own version, would 
create a new agency to handle 
small business loans. 

In a plain-spoken speech on the 
floor of the House, Representa- 
tive Brown of Elberton, a high- 
ranking member of the House 
banking committee, denounced 
the move to abolish the RFC as 
ill conceived. He said it might 
work injury fo the business in- 
terests of the country in a period 
of economic distress. 


DEPRESSION ROLE 


Brown reminded the House of 
the vital role played by the RFC 
during the depression days of the 
early 30's and warned that its 
lending facilities might he need- 
ed to tide over big and little busi- 
ness. 

‘‘T believe it would be exceed- 
ingly unwise to kill the RFC at 
this time.’’ Representative Brown 
said. ‘‘I do not wish to be a pes- 
simist, but there are many eco- 
nomic storm warnings flying. 
Commodity prices are down, 
housing starts are down, the back- 
log of orders for machine tools 
has been greatly reduced and in- 
terest rates are rising. We all 
know what happened the last 
time these same _ things took 
place. I am hopeful. I believe 
our economy is basically strong 
and healthy. But why cancel our 
insurance policy?” 

President Eisenhower anticipat- 
ed final passage of the meas- 
ure, however, and asked Con- 
gress for $72,295,000 to begin op- 
eration of the new agancy. Si- 


quest for $3,250,000 for the Small 
Defense Plants Corporation. 
LIQUIDATION EXPENSES 


The President's request in- 
cludes $70,000,000 for a lending 
fund, with the balance going for 
administrative expenses and_ for 
liquidation of the small defense 
plants agency. 

The new agency. to be -known 
as the Small Business Adminis- 
tration, would have $150.000,000 
available for loans to small busi- 
ness and $125,000,000 for other 
purposes. 

The RFC was created by the 
Hoover administration in 1932 to 
help combat the depression. Since 
that time, under Democratic op- 
eration, it has loaned out mil- 
lions of dollars.

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Army Area 
Vice Said 


AtMinimum

Organized gambling and pros- 
titution are fading from the scene 
ground most Georgia military 
areas, but two towns near Army 
posts still condone conditions of 
vice, according to Lt. Gen. Alex- 
ander R. Bolling, commanding 
general of the Third Army. 

General Bolling told The Con- 
stitution that the vice situation in 
Georgia military areas “‘is better 
than it’s been in a long time.”’ 

But he mentioned Phenix City, 
Ala., near Ft. Benning, and 
Hinesville, near Camp Stewart, 
as being areas where organized 


gambling and prostitution still 
threaten the morals of soldiers. 


POLITICS BLAMED 

General Bolling hinted that ‘‘lo- 
cal politics’’ have been largely re- 
sponsible for the condoning of 
organized vice in both areas. 


He said the Army has done 
everything it can to safeguard 
soldiers in the two areas, but 
pointed out it is the responsibility 
of local authorities to enforce the 
state laws. 

*‘We don’t have the authority 
to close civilian establishments,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘but we can keep our 
soldiers from going to them if 
they interfere with the soldiers’ 
morals.”’ 


FORCED TO CLOSE 


A time-tested, strategem—plac- 
ing establishments or areas off 
limits to military personnel—has 
been used so extensively in the 
past year in Georgia that many 
racketeers have been forced to 
close shop, according to General 
Bolling. 

Lt. Col. James K. Donaghy, 
Third Army provost marshal, 
pointed out that 13 places cur- 
rently are off limits in Phenix 
City, and that military personnel 
are restricted from an entire 13- 
block area in Savannah. The 
Hinesville area is a regular con- 
tributor to the military’s off- 
limits list. 

Colonel Donaghy said that the 
Army’s drive to keep servicemen 
from houses of prostitution and 
gambling dens in Georgia has re- 
sulted, in the past year, in a con- 
siderable decrease in guardhouse 
populations, a rapidly declining 
venereal disease rate and fewer 
court martials. 


ALL HELP 


Co-operation of the State Pa- 
trol, Georgia Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and the FBI has been largely 
responsible for the Army’s suc- 
cess in this endeavor, General 
Bolling said. 

These three agencies work 
closely with military police and 
the Army Criminal Investigation 
detachment in the vigilance of 
vice areas. 

Quiet, quick-acting CID agents, 
a little-publicized group of under- 
cover investigators, have done a 
large share of the detective work 
that has driven many racketeers 
from military areas in the state, 
General Bolling said.
